TWO ASSASSINS 
ATTEMPT LIFE 
OF, VENIZELOS 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Spe- 
cial.|—Federal income tax returns 
show that there are approximately 
50,000 persons in the United States 
who might be classified as members 
of the “millionaire group” and that 
there are at least 20,000 millionaires 
now in the United States. 
Included in the 50,000 total would be 
the members of families of the 20,000 
persons who in their return confessed 
to an annual income of at least $50,000 
in 1919. This is the lowest probable 
return on $1,000,000. In this group 
might be included some high-salaried 
executives, but their number would 
not be great. 

War profits made many millionaires 
in this country, the number in 1918 
being 16,000. This year returns show- 
ing incomes of $50,000 to $750,000 were 
filed by 15,917 heads of families, ‘and 
ninety reported incomes ranging from 
$750,000 to $1,000,000. 


PRICES OF SUGAR

BOIL YOUR WATER! 
FIND CONTAMINATION 


AT ALL CITY CRIBS 


Contamination of Chicago’s water 
supply has spread until it is apparent 
at all crib intakes and Health Commis- 
sioner Robertson advised yesterday 
that all water be boiled before being 
used for drinking purposes. 

The commissioner's bulletin on the 
condition of the drinking water follows: 

“The shore pollution noted during 
the last few weeks along the southern 
end of Lake Michigan has now extend- 
ed northward and as a result the entire 
city water supply has recently shown 
more or less contamination. 

“The commissioner of health, there- 
fore, requests that until further notice 
all drinking water be boiled as an ad- 
ditional safeguard.” 

The contamination is being caused 
by a southwesterly wind which blows 
the dirty water discharged by the Cal- 
umet river and the sewage of Indiana 
lake towns to the vicinity of the cribs.

}of the Socialist party joins with the 


RED PEACE TERMS 
EMBODY ARMING 
OF POLISH WORKERS 


MOSCOW, Aug. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—By wirel to London, 
Aug. 12.—That the ar tice terms 
drawn up for Poland by soviet Russia 
include a clause demanding that the 
workers be armed as a guarantee to the 
rights of the Polish proletariat, was 
indicated in semi-official information 
gained here today.

“A special session would cost the 
state $2,000,000,” said Ald.

You can’t 
tell a landlord how much he can 
charge. It is the reduction of the 
taxes of big corporations which has 
caused these high rents.” 

“Twenty days, nothing,” replied Ald. 
Mulcahy. “New York passed its rent 
law in fifteen minutes. And such a 
law will save the tenants many times 
the cost of a session.

Advantage in Senate 
Offset in House. 


Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 12.—The com- 
mittee on constitutional conventions 
and amendments of the Tennessee sen- 
ate, after a hearing on the federal 
woman suffrage amendment ratifica- 
tion resolution, announced jate tonight 
that it would return a favorable report 
on the resolution tomorrow. 

A similar committee of the house 
which conducted a joint hearing with 
the senate committee announced that 
it would not report until Monday. This 
action means, legislative leaders said, 
that the suffrage amendment will not 
be finally disposed of until tomorrow, as 
suffrage leaders had planned. The de- 
lay will upset the hopes of the women 
often expressed for action on Friday, 
the 13th, their lucky omen. 

Governor Still Confident. 


Gov. Roberts called the legislature 
in extraordinary session especially to 
act on suffrage.

WALTER WINANS 
RAGE 


Was Lover of Art and 
Horses. 


LONDON, Aug. 12.—Walter Winans, 
widely known American resident of 
London, collapsed and died while driv- 
ing his horse Henrietta Guy in a race 
at Parsloes park this afternoon. 

Mr. Winans called out for his horse 
to be stopped, but before this could be 
done he fell off the sulky. He was | 
dead when picked up. 

Just before the finish of the trotting 
race in which he was driving Mr. 
Winans dropped the reins and called 
out: “ Stop my horse!” The horse con- 
tinued past the winning post, and 
Winans slipped from the seat dead as 
the animal stopped. 


PAINTER OF NOTE. 

There were few Americans better 
known and liked in Europe than 
Walter Winans, who, while retaining 
his citizenship, had up to his fifty- 
eighth year never set foot on Amer- 
ican soil. Mr. Winans was an all 
around man of marked attainments. 
Of independent means, he nevertheless 
chose to seriously devote himself to 
the pursuit of art, and had won real 
distinction as a painter and sculptor. 
His hobby had been the horse, and his 
prize winners in many classes were 
justly celebrated on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 
Mr. Winans was born at the Nico- 
laiefsky railway works at Petrograd, 
Russia on April 5, 1852, his father 
being at that time engaged in con- 
struction work for the Russian govern- 
ment.

Marion, O., Aug. 12.—([Special.J—

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 12.—Follow- 
ing speeches at Kenosha and Racine 
today, Franklin D. Roosevelt, Demo- 
cratic nominee for vice president, spoke 
here tonight on the league of nations.

HE fourth annual report on birth 
statistics of the United States cen- 
Sus, offe shows that 1918 was a 
poor year. The birth rate con 

tinued to fall slowly and surely, while 
the great epidemic of influenza jumped 
the death rate up, In New Hampshire 
the births exceeded the deaths by only 61. 

In Maryland the death rate was 24.3 
and the birth rate 24.6; and in Vermont 
they were 18.7 and 20.5, respectively. 
Since there was no immigration, the 
country gained very little in population 
im 1918. Utah ts the only state where 
the gain in population (death rate 13:7 
and birth rate 31.9) mertted the approval 
of a society for the promotion of increase 
in population, 

A stu@y of the relation of births te 
Those born in Germany have the largest 
families (4.6 average), and also the larg- 
est number of living children (3.9 aver- 
age). Of the children born to mothers 
born in Denmark, Norway, and Sweden, 
90.4 per cent live. Some others aret 
United States, 89.4; Austria, 83.7; Hun- 
gary, $1.7; Canada, 87; England, Scot- 
land, and Wales, 87.1; Ireland, 87.8; Ger 
many (including German Poland), 86.1% 
Italy, 83.9; Poland, 82.8; Russia, 86.6 
Of the children born to Scandinavian 
born mothers nearly 10 per cent more 
live than ts the case with children born 
te Polish born mothers. 

Of each 1,000 babies born, 100.9 dle be- 
fore reaching 1 year of age. 

The various racial elements contribute 
in the following order: Poles, 172; Negro, 
162; Austrians, 138; Italians, 119; Cang- 
dians, 118; Hungarians, 105; Irish, 105; 
Germans, 98; Russians (principally 
Jews), 91; United States, 94; England, 
Scotland, and Wales, 93; Denmark, 72. 
Average all groups, 100.9. 

The report calls attention to the Aus- 
tralian baby death rate of 55.9, about 
50 better than ours. About one-half of 
this difference (or 25) is due to lower 
death rate tn the first three months of 
the year and the remainder to better 
rates in the last nine months, 
One heavy death rate among babies less 
than 3 months of age is due to midwives, 
poor maternal hospital facilities, and 
generally poor midwifery service. 
The principal causes of deaths among 
babies over 3 months of age and less than 
12 are pneumonia and diarrhea. Due 
to the influenza epidemic, the pneumonia 
death rate of 1918 was high, but at that 
babies suffered but little comparatively 
from the disease. 
In 1918 the baby death rate was scarce- 
ty raised at all, whereas the death rate 
for all ages was raised over 28 per cent 
—wholly due to {nfluenza. 
Thanks to better care of babies, more 
intelligent motherhood and better milk 
supplies, the summer diarrhea death rate 
falls steadily year by year.

With the exception of anthrax and a few 
belonging to that class, disease producing 
gerins die in a short time when exposed to 
air. They vary; some live longer than others. 
Exposed to direct sunlight, most of them die 
in a few hours. Shielded from sunlight, some 
live a few days. Typhoid may live in the 
soil for a few weeks. Typhoid germs frozen 
in ics, occasionally live for a month or two. 
It is impossible to say how long a mattress, 
infected with smallpox, could be exposed to 
freezing weather and remain infectious. How- 
ever, it is a good guese that one day of sun- 
light would purify it more than one week of 
freezing.

Keep Eye on Ball. 

You stand there at the plate watch- 
ing the pitcher wind up. You haven’t 
way in the. world of knowing what 
he is going to serve you, and it is 
not much use trying to guess, because 
a good hurler can disguise his windup 
so that you get a fast one when you 
think a curve ball is coming. The 
thing to do is to keep your eye on the 
ball. 

It’s. easy enough to follow the ball 
half way from the slab to the plate. 
After that is when the pitcher fools 
the hitter. That’s when most batters 
begin to lose the ball. Theyre not 
prepared to watch the break which 
comes just before the apple reaches 
them. I believe that one of the secrets 
of my hitting is my ability to kepe 
my eye on the ball longer than any 
other batter, even until it starts: to 
break. 

Tells of His “ Stance.” 

In standing at the plate, I again put 
myself in the position of the golfer. 
He addresses the ball. I address the 
pitcher. First of all I get my feet in |

the exact position, the right one a Iit- 
tle in advance of the left. My right 
leg is bent just a little at the knee, 
and, as I stand this way, the pticher

When the ball 
comes up I shift my weight to my right 
steps oug directly toward 
er as my bat, my arms and 
my whole body swing forward for the 
blow.

The greatest power 
in tue stroke comes when the bat is 
half way through the swing, I mean 
directly in front of my body, and that 
is where it meets the ball. 

Heaviest Bat in Either League. 

There is something. to be said for the 
bat, too, because it’ is the heaviest 
one used in either big league. I have 
them .made especially for me. They 
are of ash with a slender handle. They 
are forty inches long and weigh about 
fifty-four ounces—some wagon tongue. 
Most bats weigh thirty-eight or forty 
ounces. The heavier the bat the longer 
the drive; that’s what I think. 
' A free and easy swing is the one 
which I think connects most often 
with the ball. When I say free and 
easy don’t think I mean slow. I mean 
fast with a great big F and with every 
ounce of weight and strength that can 
be put into the swing. 

Strength is Necessary. 
Strength is absolutely necessary to 
hit home runs consistently, and as I 
am out for a home run every time I 
get up to bat I always swing at the 
ball with all my might. I hit big or
